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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in respond to applicant's amendment filled February 15, 2008 in 
application #10/823,225. 

2. Claims 1, 3-10, 12-22 are presented for examination. Claims 1, 19-20 and 22 have been 
amended. Claims 2 and 1 1 are previously cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 1 , 3 - 1 0 and 1 2-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner deem 
claims 1,3-10 and 12-22 as novel when read as a whole for the limitations of programming the 
sequencer to interrupt a co-processor before executing the command and when executing a set of 
instruction comprises reprogramming the sequencer so that it is prevented from entering a 
reselection phase to re-establish a connection across the small computer system interface bus. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
